The opinion, written by Judge E. 
E Good, and concurred in by the 
entire court, sustained the act or. 
every point raised in the suit, in- 
stituted in the name of Walter 
Yoseke, a Platte county supervisor. 
The act under fire was S. F. 310, 
passed by the 1933 legislature pro- 
viding machinery for the organi- 
zation of public power and irriga- 
tion districts so that they might 
obtain federal grants and loans.

ent agricultural situation, the things 
that are being done to remedy it, 
and suggested courses of action for 
the future. 


Dean W. W. Burr, speaking on 


'•The Present Agricultural Situa- 
tion," ascribed the farmers' diffi- 
culties of the present day largely 
to the loss of foreign markets and 
lessened 
consumption 
of 
farm 


products. "The farmer still finds, 
himself in a serious situation," he 
said, "because the income from his 
land is not sufficient to meet nec- 
essary expenses." 


W. H. Brokaw, director of the 
agricultural extension division, in 
his talk on "Things That Are Be- 
ing Done to Remedy the Present 
Situation," turned his attention to 
the AAA program. "The AAA is 
doing away with surplus," Brokaw 
asserted, "and is democratic, for It 
is co-operative, voluntary, and is 
built upon the recommendations of 
producers." . 


He dismissed the idea of regimen- 
tation as a solution, saying, "the 
thought of regimentation to me is 
un-American and the present state 
and national control is only a mat- 
ter of direction, with local control 
the most important pan of the 
program. The future will lead to 
decentralization." 


Remove Restrictions. 
Prof. H. C. Fllley of the depart- 


ment of rural economics, cited the 
decrease In farm exports as the 
large part of the current day's 
problem and said farmers must in- 
sist that trade restrictions be re- 
moved so other countries can pay 
for our produce with the goods 
they produce most advantageously. 


"We have been using up the fer- 
tility of the soil," he declared, tak- 
ing a long-time point of view, "and 
we have not been giving dup ref- 
erence to future needs. Rough land 
should be taken out of cultivation." 
Professor Filler also said that 


freight rates, which are about 41 
per cent higher than pre-war, while 
the price of farm products is below 
pre-war, should be reduced.

NERVOUS MR. LAWRENCE. 


•••.AVID LAWRENCE is the latest to develop an ag- 
.B^gravated case of the heebie jeebles over the 
prospect of a muzzled press. So nervous is Mr. Law- 
rence that he goes a long way to establish his case 


He picks out a blithering idiotic remark by Donald 


Bichberg, the solemn-faced legal counsel for the NRA 
whose responsibilities, burdens and worries apparent- 
ly are having their effect. Mr. Richberg is quoted by 
•Lawrence as expressing the view that the press shall 
not reflect even accurately the shifting, changing 
'and highly unstable policies of the different agencies 
of government, because to do so, in his judgment, Is 
"playing upon the taut nerves and raw prejudices of 
our bewildered and long-suffering victims of economic 
ill health." If Mr. Richberg said that, he can go 
jump in the lake. The right to print is a constitu- 
tional guarantee. It is a part of the newspaper code, 
due to similar frenzied fear on the part of other easily 
"excitable journalists. 


It isn't really of a great deal of importance what 


Mr. Richberg thinks. He's merely another lawyer hold- 
ing a public job, and in our judgment, attempting 
earnestly to discharge It. But neither he nor any one 
else has suggested the New Deal abrogated the co- 
ordinate plan of federal government. Neither he nor 
any one has claimed that the judciary has abdicated 
or surrendered its right to interpret provisions of 
the recovery program in accordance with the consti- 
tutional rights set forth in America's organic law. 


In order to make more than political capital of this 


issue of the freedom of the press, those who are suf- 
fering seriously from chills must establish that the 
legislation which has been enacted actually curtails 
the powers of the supreme court of the United States, 
and its subordinate divisions Mr. Richberg might de- 
sire very easily to muzzle the press. Scores of other 
bureau heads, members of congress, public officials 
generally, smarting under criticism, might come to 
the conclusion that the time was ripe to clamp down 
upon freedom of expression throush the columns of 
the newspapers. But what of it? Either the judiciary 
has been hypnotized, it is incompetent, or it has lost 
its devotion to principles of freedom before there is 
any real foundation for fear. Now, just what basis is 
there for believing that the courts are about to betray 
American traditions? We haven't any fear if and 
when this issue, is presented to the bench, the rights 
of American newspapers to criticize any step in the 
recovery program will be vindicated. As recently as 
six months ago. .this principle was affirmed vigor- 
ously and clearly hi the case arising in Minnesota 
which, while not involving the recovery program, 
nevertheless touched upon the same question. 


We have plenty of faith in the courts, so that it is 


impossible to become alarmed or disturbed over the 
prospect of censorship from Washington. If our ac- 
quaintance with newspaper publishers and newspaper 
editors furnishes any criterion, we know hundreds 
who gladly would go to jail to furnish a test on that 
issue. And any sane and sensible man, who keeps his 
feet on the ground, even a portion of the time, also 
knows it. 


No doubt there are men in. Washington who would 


like to censor the press. It isn't anything new. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt at one tune kicked up quite a ruckus 
by attempting to deny a representative of a news- 
paper m Now York City access to governmental 
news. Mr. Coolidge ground his teeth and waxed In- 
dignant when the story of the iron horse and his 
daily morning gallop made its appearance. Mr. Hoover, 
bearing the burdens he did in the last two years of 
his administration, was sensitive extremely to news- 
paper criticism. There are times undoubtedly when 
Mr. Roosevelt feels a section of the press is unfair 
to him. But he has no desire to suppress criticism; 
he has said so publicly, and that should end it. 


Of all the sham issues ever trumped up, this criti- 


cism of the NRA on the ground that it will destroy 
the freedom of the press wins the derby. Either the 
courts have broken down, the constitution has been 
destroyed, or there Is nothing to it. And we do not 
believe that in any of the emergency program, such 
has taken place or is likely to take place.

MORE OF THE SAME KIND. 


• S CITIZENS of Nebraska get better acquainted 
/m with the strange and wonderful provisions of the 
new tax law in this state they have more and more 
reason to feel disgust over the work of their legis- 
lators In contriving and passing such a measure. 


Here is the latest: At Omaha, officials and em- 


ployes at the Douglas county courthouse who had to 
wait some ten weeks for their pay until after new tax 
money began coming into the treasury, and who got 
their belated salary warrants after April 1, find that 
they must whack up about 3% per cent of their 
overdue wages. 


If they had been paid just before April 1, the as- 


sessment date, and had the cash on hand at that date, 
they would have got off with the comparatively low 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent just one-seventh of what 
they must contribute now. One would think it was 
enough of a hardship to be compelled to string along 
for two and a half months without pay; but on top 
of that they find themselves penalized 600 per cent 
In taxes, though no fault of their own. 


The probability is that most of the back wages 


which the Douglas county employes have just drawn 
will- go to square up bills they ran up during the 
payless interval. If they had drawn their compensa- 
tion regularly, most of it would have been paid out 
jefore April l, and they would have had little or no 
balance left to pay taxes on. But just because the 
county was hard up and they got caught In pos- 
session of the money after that date.they are "soaked" 
'.or an unjust tax, the same as though they were roll- 
ng in wealth. 


It is estimated that this pretty mess will cost the 


clerks and stenographers of Douglas county an aver- 
age of $8 a head. Probably when the legislature was 
framing up its wierd enactment these people had no 
:dea it was going to hit them. In that respect they 
are hi the same boat with most everyone else. No- 
body dreamed that any bunch of lawmakers would 
cook up a statute sticking seven times as much tax 
on anybody who has money owing to him, as is 
specified where the money has already been collected 
and is on hand April 1. 


There is not an assessor in Nebraska who doesn't 


realize the rank injustice of this act; and since as- 
sessors are average human beings it is not likely 
hat they will go to extreme lengths to subject their 
neighbors and constituents to its harsh Iniquities. It is 
his kind of legislation which soon becomes a dead 
etter, and deservedly so. There will probably be a 
rreat deal more tax evasion under the present act 
han was practiced before its passage.

is one of the worst yet recorded, and there appears 
little prospect of anythin* better, it is discouraging 
to say the least, and the world wonders what Is to 
be the ultimate outcome. 


Lovers of justice naturally want the Chinese to 


retain control of their own affairs, and few in the 
Occident want the Japanese to take charge of the 
entire Orient. But something of that kind is likely 
to occur if the situation la the unwieldy old nation 
is not radically Improved. What amounts to a state 
of anarchy exists over a tremendous area, while 
civilized mankind looks on with pity, mingled with 
horror. 


If Japan couM take Manchuria and Jehol it can 


likewise take other portions of China, and who is to 
say "hands off!" The league of nations condemned

Japanese. They were out to get the territory they

If you de- 
sire a concrete illustration of true 
patriotism as contracted with su- 
peniationalism compare the public 
utterances of Washington, Pranlin, 
Jefferson and Lincoln with those of 
Hitlerites in Germany and their 
imitators here.

ing reductions in salaries and the 
cost of living in order to place Italy 
in a position to compete with other 
nations in the foreign market. 


The council, over which Premier 


Mussolini presided in person, ord- 
ered all rents in Italy reduced 12 
per cent.

All other costs, such as food, trans- 
po'tations and utilities, are to fall 
in proportion so that Italy

•' er. 1930, along almost the same lines. 


Industrial Pay Cut To Come. 
The council of ministers did not 


touch the salaries of employes of 
industry and commerce but these 
will be reduced through the fascist 
corporative state organization. 
Government employes whose sal- 


aries range up to 500 lire ($4250) a 
month are not touched. Those with 
salaries between 500 and 1,000 lire 
(from $42.50 to $85) are reduced 6 
per cent. 
Salaries between 1,000 and 1,500 
lire ($85 to $127.50) are cut 8 per 
cent; those between 1,500 and 2,000 
lire ($127.50 to $170) are cut 10 per 
cent; above 2,000 lire they are cut

"What would result, in the event 
he district should mortgage its 
lant, default in the conditions ol 
ie mortgage and a foreclosure fol- 
ow, and whether the plant could 
je sold and title given to a private 
individual or corporation, is a ques- 
ion that is not now before us and 
•resents a contingency that may 
lever arise. In any event, the con- 
.ingency is so remote that it need 
not be considered."

In disposing of the argument that 
he Columbus district may provide 
unfair competition and drive pn- 
'ate and municipal electric plants 
ut of busines, the opinion said 
hat "this goes only to the wis- 
lom of the legislation and not to its 
alidity. That was a matter for the 
egislature to decide. Its action in 
hat respect is not subject to re- 
-iew by this court." 


Claim Landowner* Protected. 
Rights of landowners are fully 


protected against the taking by the 
district of their property without 
ust compensation and by due pro- 
ess of law, the opinion holds. The 
right of eminent domain is con- 
erred upon the district by the act 
after the manner prescribed by law, 
t is pointed out . 
Whether the district has funds 
available with which to pay for 
property condemned does not ren- 
der the enabling act unconstitu- 
tional, the opinion declares. 
"It would be necessary for tne 
district to acquire the funds to pay 
for property condemned, in 
the 
event that it becomes necessary for 
t to resort to condemnation. This 
court is not concerned with the 
difficulties that the district may 
encounter in obtaining the funds 
with which to finance construction 
of its proposed plant. Since relator 
(Loseke) and others similarly sit- 
uated are fully protected in their 
private property and are assured 
hat it may not be taken from them, 
except upon payment of just com- 
pensation, neither relator nor any- 
jne similarly situated has 
cause 


to complain."

Procedure Found Proper. 
The court upheld the contention 


of attorneys for the district that 
the 
enabling act was properly 
passed by both houses of the legis- 
lature, and also that the title of 
the act is not broader than its sub- 
ject, two points on which the con- 
stitutionality of the legislation was 
attacked. 
Loseke alleged that the house 
added several amendments to which 
the senate never concurred, charg- 
ing that the senate records show 
the upper house concurred only ia 
the "amendment" rather than the 
"amendments."' The court applied 
the rule that the singular number 
often includes the plural, and held 
that the bill, as certified by the 
president and secretary of the sen- 
ate, contains all the amendments 
that were made by the house, proof 
that the senate concurred in all 
the amendments.

Brown spent his ring earnings 
lavishly and spent his last days in 
extreme poverty.
